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Motor Vehicle Exhaust Standards 


The motor vehicle exhaust standards 
are based the air quality standards.

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Trachoma Virus Growth Offers 
New Research Tool 


The first isolation American 
trachoma virus has been reported 
investigators the University Cali- 
fornia Medical Center San Fran- 
cisco, according news release from 
the university. 

New techniques for isolating and 
growing the virus trachoma are per- 
mitting new approaches eradication 
this disease, oftenblinding eye 
infection from which estimated 
400 million people now suffer. 
widespread among American Indians 
and underdeveloped countries. 

Until recently, research trachoma 
was hampered inability preserve 
grow the virus outside the patient. 
Now, hoped, study various 
trachoma virus strain will lead prac- 
tical vaccines and improved diagnosis 
disclose possible relationships between 
trachoma and other infections; and 
help explain differences frequency 
and severity the disease different 
parts the world. 


Strains trachoma virus from 
least four widely separated parts 
the world—China, Saudi Arabia, West 
Africa, and now the United States— 
have been cultured fertilized 
chicken eggs several research cen- 
ters during the past two years and are 
being studied scientists U.C. and 
elsewhere. 

Department laboratory staff are es- 
pecially interested these studies 
since one has yet prepared satis- 
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factory serologic antigen for trachoma, 
and the problem will greatly com- 
plicated these strains from various 
parts the world prove differ 
markedly. 

Development vaccines antigens 
will have wait upon determination 
whether these strains trachoma 
virus are identical differ antigeni- 


Sanitary Engineering Uses 
For Well Inspection 


Closed for visual inspec- 
tion well casings has recently been 
demonstrated several areas Cali- 
fornia. 

Basically the unit consists 
camera, light source, transmission 
and receiver. After re- 
moval from the well the pump 
motor, turbine bowls, and discharge 
pipe, the camera, which less 
than four inches diameter and has 
120° angle lens, lowered into the 
well. Viewing the well casing can 
either above below the surface 
the water. The light source 
mercury lamp hanging below the 
camera underwater. The transmis- 
sion cable winds and unwinds upon 
reel the camera raised and 
lowered the wells. The units have 
been designed operate under 
maximum 1,500 feet water.
